The walls of the slot that extend down into 
the screw head are straight. The tool has been designed to be complementary to the slot. 
The Torx® slot remedies many of the disadvantages that are associated with for instance 
cross-slots. For all that, the Torx® slot still has some serious disadvantages. Since the 
walls are straight, the slot depth will be limited, particularly in conical screw heads, or so- 
called countersunk heads. If the depth becomes too great, the walls of the screw head will 
become very thin at the bottom of the slot, and the screw head may easily break off in
